As.Lhave.no 
othe: view in recommending ths fteep to 
the--notice of the pablic, but that. of 
centributing my. mite towards incrcafing 
the iialf of ‘ife for the fake.of the poor, 
T. hope fome public :pircted hufbandmay 
willbe induced to give it fair trial, and. 
for-the benefit of his brethren make pub- 
lic. the-fucce‘s, ; 

In-the, profecution, of this experiment, 
I cgnnot:help giving this caution. That 
as it appears.both from Mr Miller's ex- 
pwiments, and from .the experiment.a, 
bove related; that the grains, of, wheat 
must have room to:exiend, their increafe, 
care fhould he taken.in ‘the fowing, that 
the feeds may be Jpread. as equally as 
pofflible, but. not too thick... Upon mor 
derately good iand, half the quantity of 
feed thus prepared, may fhifice, tq what 
in the ordinaiy way is*commeanly iown. 
I know how hard it will be to perfuaie 
the bufbandman te_pragtice this: fraga- 
lity.;, he may, howaver, Jalely try a tew 
lands a: irk, and:as he ands the effec, 
let him, continue, or difcantinue. the 
praftice for the tutnre. 

I cannot conclude .this hort. addrefs 
witiqut.acquaiating, your readeis with 
the wie which Mr, Everard, made of his 
-fteep after he had dove, wing: it.upon his 
wheat: ..The thick matter that remained 
he, wixed, with about four times the 
quantity of comnten earth, and laid. it 
upin the fhade the whole winter; turn- 
ing it now and. then to- incorporate the 
mixture with the-mojd.;, and/at.the time 
fox.planting: peafe, he caufed. Spade holes 
to.be dug,.about fix inches apart, and: in 
every {pade hole, he pat-a, fall quantity 
of. the mixture, in which.a garden pea 
was fet,,.and covered with the,common 
mold, ...Dhe refult.was, that the peafe 
grew to an uncommon, height, not lef 
than nine, feet, were furnithed with pods 
. of an uncommen fize; and fupphed. his 
table yjth green, peafe, the greavett. payt 
of the feafon. ; 

Compofts of this.kind are, no doubt, 
very powerful, butas they: ave notevery 
where to, be, had, as pidgeon?s dung in 
particularis not very plentiful, except.in 
particular places, the uf of. them can- 


nat, be generally. ittraduced.. Yet. fo: 


much as-is neceflary to. make a keep for 
fome quarters of wheat may: poffibly be

You will. re- 
miemberthe hour, and find fome grains 
of excufe forthe ¢ tilin"you are likely 
to encounter, I left this ‘place on 
Tuefday morming laf, that [ might’ 
reach Stratford in time, to reconnoitre 
before the grand gion ‘commenced, 
with a beating heart and impatient ex- 
petations—{o jocund and i> gay, that 
Care himéfelf, whom our old friend Ho- 
race: deferibes; as leaping “‘ gta’ .om 
the -crupper of the fwiftett horfeman, 
adventured net to gét wp behind the 
poft-chaifé which carried me, and found 
the town filling fait: ‘The workmen at 
the amphitheatre-very bufy — but the in- 
habjtants either-purfuing their occupa- 
tions’ in the old dog-trot way, Or i 
ing with wonderful vacancy of phiz at 
the preparations, the ‘puypofe of which 
they had very few ideas about.—The 
word * Jubilee,” afforded them much 
fpeculation, and Jew Bill, Jubilo, and 
Javilum, with aqual no meaning.—A 
Banbury man indeed, employed to car-

he was unable to play, but doubted 
not they would flew him how when he 
got there) told them it was to be the 
celebration of the refurrection of Shake- 
fpeare.—The church which is 4 large 
old edifice, appsared in flatu guo, ex- 
€ept that the poet's buft on his monu- 
ment, was fo loaded with branches of 
bays, which they called laurel, as to 
appear fimilar only to the God Pan in 
an old picture. —The town-hall, newly 
built in a very handfome though plain 
tafte, was ornamented with a copy of 
Gainfboreugh’s adimirable portrait of 
Garrick at one end, and a very good 
picture of Shakefpeare, in the attitude 
of In‘piration at the other.— The great 
booth, or Shakefpeare’s Hall, more ge- 
nerally called the Amphitheatre, I 
found a truly elegant and tafteful room, 
of the fliape, but not quite fo large as 
Ranclagh—tupported by a colonade-of 
the Corinthian crder, diftant about ten 
feet from the fides, and having a chian- 
délier of eight hundred. lights, hanging 
from the center of the roof *.. In the 
evening, aftcr eating a Jubilee chicken 
at Peyton's, I retired to my lodging to 
prepare tor the fatigues of the enfuing 
campaign— and having given you fome 
account of the fieid, you will not be at 
@lofs- when we come into the heat of 
aftion. we 
I rofe, early in the morning, though 
not in time for the ferenading, and got 
to the breakfafting in the town-hall at 
nine.—-The five windows were, on this 
eccahon, filled with paintings of tranf- 
parent Gilk, of Lear, Falftaff, Piftol, 
Caliban, and: the Genius of ‘Shake- 
fpcaie, in a good ftile, which, with the 
* ffes and drums, playing favourite mar- 
ches before the front of the hall, had 
‘a prodigious effeé&t.—At eleven we ad- 
" journed to the church, where the orato- 
rio of Judith was admirably perform- 
" €d, and met. with univerfal applaufe.— 
At three the whole company marched 
to the great booth.—A very elegant 
dinner was ferved up before four:—I 
confefs, not in the molt precile order, 
for that was impoffible, as you may 
eafily conceive. — The ordinary with 
wine (of which I drank. claret and 
madeira, both good) ros. 6d.—After 
dinner, lord Grefvenor propofed a bum- 
per to the Reward—and Mr Garrick, 
(whofe behaviour exhibited the greateft

‘Gefthted to defend. The confederates 
Ar‘ tore: formidable en: mics-than. the 
‘Furks,' as the latter aresopeh and gene- 
Fous, the foritér: (ee: et and deceitful. 
The-fortref: of Choczim,.the key to 
the Turkifh empire, was the firk objeét 
of het iitiperial majefly’s attention. Had 
“that barrier been reduced, nothing could 
have retarded the. advancement.of her 
troops, but a gentral engagement,. which 
probably might -have determined the 
fate of the war, The Turks. are vigo- 
rows m'their onfet, but fudden.in their 
retreat. “Tf their firit tho-k.is bravely 
faftained, their defeat is enfured... The 
Raflians ‘are remaikable for fteadinefs 
and perfeverance. The importance of 
Chéesim was known to the Turke, and

1 affure yon I do not know ¢ither of 
thefe gentlemen, and never authorized 
any perfon whatever to make in my 
name fuch overtures, which the abhor- 
rence alone I have for calumny would 
tnake me deteft. 

I call upon you, therefore, Sir, to lay 
before the public the name of the auda- 
cious pérfon who has made ufe of mine 
to cover his own odious offers. The 
gentlemen, whom you have given as 
your witneffes, cannot deny you this juf- 
tification of their own veracity and yours. 

Though I cannot but cominend your 
inteprity in citing your authors ;_yet.it 
appears to me an aét of the laft impru- 
dence, in an affair of fo much weight, 
‘to build upon report, for naming pub- 
lickly a perfon of my charaéter, without 
having previoufly confulted him. If 
you had recolle&ted the contradiction I 
gave in the St James’s Chronicle of Cc- 
tober 25, 1766,-No. 881, to an adver- 
tifement in the fame paper, No. 875, 
importing in fubfance what you allege 
in your laft letter, you had. faved me the 
trouble of replying to you at this time. 
What muft be the refult? The pubiic 
will have read greedily your letter; will 
have believed its contents, becaufe you 
appeal therein to my teftimony: But 
what will they think now, when your 
own intereft, my honour and truth o- 
blige me to deny all that you have ad- 
vanced therein with refpeét to me.

The injury 
would have been the more fenfibly felt 
by ime, as- the charaéter of the perfon 
was more refpectable. 

I thall now follow you, Sir, eftheir in 
a@ll the fteps you have thought it your 
duty te take, or’in the argumens you 
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make ufe of to. fupport them: Theft 
ftiew the orator, and thot, if they be 
well founded, prove the patriot. 

But I here certify to you, ob ihy word 
of honour, and in the face of the pub- 
hie, that I cannot be of any fort of u‘e 
to you, that I never entered into any 
treaty for the fale of papets, and never 
either by my/felf, or any agent auiihorif- 
ed on my part, offered to make appear;

I am too well knowr in England te 
have been under any neceffity of this 
reply, if the franknefs of your letter 
had not appeared to. me to merit my pre- 
venting you from taking any further 
fteps which could not but turn to your 
prejudice, in as much as they would be 
tounded folely on falfe reports of my 
proceedings. 

In order to enable you to be as pru-

Pout hiftory begins to ‘be important 
at that aufpicious period, at which you. 
were deputed to reprefent the Earl of 
Bute, at the court of Verfgilles. It 
was an honourable’ office, and executed 
with the fame Spirit with which it was 
accepted. Yourpatrons wanted ari.am- 
baffador, who would fubimit fo make 
conceffiens, without daring to infift upon 
any honourable condition for his fove- 
reign. Their bufinefs required a man, 
who- had as little feeling for his own

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try; and they found him in the firft 
rank of the nobility. Belleifle, Goree,

At 
Plymouth, his’ deftruétion would be 
more than probable; at £xeter, mevi- 
table. No ‘honeft Englifhman will 
ever forget his attachment, nor any ho- 
neft Scotchman forgive his treachery to 
Lord Bute. At every ‘town he enters 
he muft change his liveries and his name. 
Which ever’ way he flies, the HvE ‘ann 
Cry of the country purfues ‘hit: 

’ En another kingdom indeed, the blef- 
fings of his’ adminiftration have~ been 
more fénfibly felt ;—his virtues better 
underftood ;—or at worft, they. will not, 
for him alone, forget’ their hofpitality.

It is in’ vain therefore to thift the 
fcene.

But, m 
Lord; ‘you ‘may quit the field of buf- 
nefs, ‘though ‘not the field of danger ;

I fear you 
have liftenéd too long to the advice of 
thofe pernicious friends, with whofe in- 
terefts you have fordidly united your 
own, and for whom you have facrificed 
every thing that ought to be dear to a 
man of honour. They are ftill bafe 
enough te encourage the follies of your 
age, as they once did the vices of your 
youth. As-little: acquainted with the 
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rules of decorum, as with the laws of 
mofality, they will not fuffer you to pro- 
fit by experience, nor even to confult 
the propriety of a bad charaéter. Even 
now they tell you, that life is no more 
than a dramatic {cene, in which the hero 
fhould preferve his confiftency to the 
laft, and that as you lived without. vir- 
tue, you fhould die without repentance.

Tho following Remarkable Cafe is taken 
Jrom an ingenious little Work, juft 
publifbed, by Mr Tomlinfon of Bire 
mingham, wader the Title of the Me- 
dical Mifcellany, printed for. Nicoll. 


O* July 15, 1768, a man (60 years of 

age) was brought into the Birming- 
ham town infirmary,who byfalling down 
into a draw-well 90 feet deep, frattured 
his left leg in fuch a manner, that from 
the diftance of about five inches below 
the knee,to nearly the fame fpace above 
the ancle, both bones were broke in dif- 
ferent places, and feveral portions fepa- 
rated from each other.. There wasa 
very large’ wound through which the 
tibta protruded. The fracture at the 
upper part of the tibia was oblique, and 
J was fearful that bone was fhivered or 
fplit as high as the upper condyl, but 
however, upon carefully examining, I 
was convinced that the joint was not in- 
jured. The fame favourable efcape 
happened at the ancle, though the fibula 
was fragtured very near it, I dilated 
the wound and took out the fplinters, 
and laid the leg in as convenient a fitu- 
gtion as I could in a fraéture-box. The 
upper fraéture appeared as is reprefented 
in the plate annexed. But the diftance 
between the bones ina few days became 
lefs, their extremities being drawn toge- 
ther by the contraétion of the mufcles.* 
The firk grand point to determine was, 
whether amputation fhould be performed 
or not? Many reafons occurred on both 
fides the quettion, but the arguments 
for keeping on the limb preponderated 
from the following confiderations : in 
the firft place the joints were uninjured 
and there was no very great contufion, 
and fcarce any hemorrhage ; and again, 
thougi: the advanced age of the patient 
might be urged as an objeétion, yet on 
the other hand his conftitution was 
firong, and his fpirits remarkably good ; 
the opinion too of Monf. Bilguer, in 
reipect to thefe cafes, and the remem- 
brange of many examples quoted by au- 
thors wherein the bones had been, be- 
yond expeétation, united, and deficien- 





“ This conttaétion of the mufcles is al- 
ways very powerfully exerted in all frac- 
tures, and is beft remedied in a fiexed pofi- 
tion of the limb. As to Mr Wathen’s ma- 
chine, I dare not apply it on account of the 
contraction of the mufc'es, for fear of giving 
pain: itis ufeful chiefly for removing the 
pauents, , .

cies and Jofs of fubftance fupplied, plead- 
ed very ftrongly in favour of our at- 
tempting to fave the limb, which was 
after due confultation agreed upon. 

We forefaw the trouble which this 
lenity would bring upon us, and indeed 
every difficulty which might be expeét- 
ed did every day prefent itfelf tous. A 
deluge of matter oveiflowed the wound, 
and notwithftanding all the precautions 
ufed, both in making incifions and ap- 
plying comprefles, we could not prevent 
the mifchiets which happened. A re- 
cital of each minute proceeding would 
be tedious : fuffice it to fay, that a 
12 weeks fufferings,fymptoms of abit 
tion came on, and I found it neceffary 
to amputate above the knee at lift. The 
operation was performed Oétober roth. 
The ftump healed tolerably well, but 
unfortunately the patient fell ill of a fe- 
ver, and died on January 12, 1769.* 

From thefe foregoing remarks and 
cafes, it will appear how difficult and un- 
certain all our decifions prove in com- 
pound fraétures. Itis faid, that coun- 
try practitioners have in general better 
fuccefs than hofpital furgeons in treating 
thefe accidents, but to what this fuccefS 
is owing I cannot fay, unlefs the diffe- 
rence of air gives the advantage. Nor 
is the fact itfelf abfolutely certified, be- 
caufe the proofs muft depend upon ap 
exact comparifon in refpect to the num; 
ber of cafes in each fituation, which has 
not yet been made. As to care, fkill, 
convenience, and every other requifite 
for the welfare of the fick, hofpital- 
practice muft furely claim the preference, 

We fee upon the whole that the pro- 
priety of our determinations in every 
doubtful exigence cannot be afcertained 





* T will add an obfervation or two ina 
note.—I have found in- amputations when 
the blood of the patient is very thin, trouble- 
fome and dangerous hemorrhages enfue 
from the whole furface of the fump. Seve- 
ral methods fhave been recommended to ob- 
viate this inconvenience, fponge has been 
tried, but it proves fometimes infufficienr, 
and creates much difficulty by mixing with 
the flefhy fibres. The beft prevention is by 
rollers paffed round the body and carried 
down the thigh, with a comprefs all along 
the cruralartery. ‘This preffure may be in- 
creafed or flackened ad Libitum.—In com- 
pound fractures I have obferved oily parti- 
cles amongft the matter difcharged, thef 
probably are from the cellular fubftance dit 
folving. In wounds this appearance has 
been reckoned by fome old furgeons as 2 
Signum fanandi, but for what reafon I know 
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by the events. In the laft mentioned 
inftance; we acted fiom the ttrongeft con- 
viétion of ‘doing right, of doing for the 
patient what we would have dove for 
ourlelves under the fame circumftances. 
Had we proceeded otherwife, and taken 
‘the fhorteft and eafielt method, that of 
amputation, whilft there was a probi- 
bility of faving the limb, though otr 
practice might have been more fuccel¥- 
ful, I cannot think it wotld have aj- 
peared quite fo juftifiable, or contiftent 
with the ries of chirurgery and huma- 
nity. (See the Plate.)

“The people o gland, fays this 
author, taunt in pa fond of 
political freedom, are great admirers of 
thofe decifive meafures, which “are the 
mioft brilliant part of tyranny, “ard 
an, abfolute exertion, of power. The 
flow motions of a popular government, 
want, in vulgar eyes, that {piendor which 
attends the rapid hee ge ee of ~ 
técracy and défpotifm. Mr’ Pitt, ‘pof- 
feffed of qialibet which’nitgbt rendera 
man borne to a‘th¥one abfolute even 
with the confent'of thé péople, was de- 
ftitute of that polite ‘urbanity, which 
makes a minifter ‘acceptable in the élo- 
fet.

Reiolutions already - formed;* 
however faiutary, were not well relifhed 
by men who, fromthe cefponfiblenets of 
ther office, arrogated. the right of pres 
cencesting whatever they.were to. exe- 
Mr. Pitt, with great art; called lord 
Bute into office, which, flattered the va- 
nity ofa man who, with good qualities,’ 
had'an ambition which he wanted poli- 
tical courage 'to ke From the mo- 
ment’ lord: Bure! affumed the feais, the 


Newcatftle party declined,and thofe who,’ 


being nnearett their perfons, had the belt 
Upportanity to foréfee their ruin, were 
the firft who deferted their caufe. Meé 
Pitt’s: ‘department remained intire, and’ 
lord Bute teemed- willimg to. divide. bis 
power with a’ manwhe, whether jufly 
Or not, ‘was the favourite of the people. 

This mia however was not fatished y 
but’ the management .ef the war being 
left compleatly in:-his hands, and much 
attention being paitt him: by: his rivaly 
he could form noi pretence for refigning 
his office ; a meafure which, by a itran 
perverfion of politics 1s become the 
fieareft way to a-better, But the pre- 
tenee whictrlord Bute would not furnifh, 
reftilted from a-concustence of publick 
events. 

The court of Verfailles knowing that 
though we were victorious abroad, we 
were exhaufted at liome, and though our 
credit was good we could rai/e no mo- 
ney but by ruinous and exorbitant pre- 
“miuins, and’ being” herfzlf able to raife 
her {upplies within the year, by applying 
‘the intereft of ber debts to. the public 
fervice, infitied upon terms in the nego~ 


ciation of 1761, t0 which upon the foot 


‘of her fuccefs'in the war the could. lay. 
no clam. Mr. Pitt did not heftate 
what te do; he knew that xo terms of 
peace that could be obtaine! would: fa- 
tisfy the high expedtations of the pres. 
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’ who confidered nothing but our. vi&tories 


and the. defeats of the ‘French; and he 
was. afraid. of lofing that popularity 
which made hini‘a formidable rival to 
lord Bute. ‘He therefore: rejected the 
propoitions ‘of the. French.court, and 
doubtful of the future fuccefs: of the 
war, picked @ quarrel im the cabinet, and 
retired witha popularity that he hoped 
would enable’bim to ‘returm upon lord 
Bute with’ greater-force5 but his inat- 
tention, his ‘vanity; his «neceffities, and 
fome pudlit evened difappoinved him.

France difappointed im her ally; was ab- 
liged to fubwit- to-worfe termsfrom:the 
carl of Bite, than fhe had réfuled sto ac- 
cept whén offered by: Mr, Pitt: anda 
peace was coitcliddd; honotirable because 
equitable ;\“and:advantageous. becaufe 
by expelling the French from America, 
it left ho ‘feeds ‘of future wars in, that 
country. 

Mr Pitt fill‘kept ‘his ‘eye upon. his 
place iy his retreat; watching an oppor- 
tunity to feize the/helm by favour of the 
people ; the fitft popular’ object of .oppo- 
tition ‘was the peace,’ The waribeing

London felt little of the -bardthip which 
was fufféred by the:feft.of the nation ;

The fuppert of the prince, she acqui- 


efcence of the! people,.the: complaifance _ 


of- parliament, and the baffled efforts of, 


lord Bute as a permanent minifer, when 
to the aftonithment ofthe world, gad te

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the total ruin/of his character, as a poli- 
tician, he fuddenly refigned : he thought 
he had deferved well of the nation, and 

was, offended at its ingratitude. 

But this refignation, did not open to 
Mr Pitta nearer proipeé& of an excliifive 


poffeffion of the. cabinet. His friend 
Mr Grenville, would not relinquifh the 
firft office. of tate, of which he was in 
poffeffion ; he endeavoured to keep it, 
however injudicioufly, by the fyftem of 
the Walpole, and the'Pelliums, and he 
feil by a fudden affault as unexpeé&tedly 
as he. had rifens . ; 

_ Popular ‘clam6ur had no fhare in thig 
change, ; Firmys/s in the’ prince is alg 
that 1s necefary to efiablifh bis authority : 
he. is the fountain of emolument, and 
where wages are fo high, there can never 
be want of feryants to carry on the buft- 
nefs.of governnicht with vigour. : 

This frmnefs.of the ———n appeared 
in Grenvyillz’s difmiffion, and -Mr Pitt~ 
erceived that he, moft alter his. plan. 
Tord T- did not fee fo far, witha 
vanity to which his parts could lay no 
claim, he propofed terms when follicited 
to.come into office, thore like a fovereign 
prince at the head of a viétorious army, 
than a fubject offcring ‘his fervice to-a 
lawful fovereign, His propofals were 
rejegted with that. flent contempt that is 
due toinfolence and folly. \ Mr Pitt did 
not think his time arrived, and therefore 
declined offers in a conciliating manner, 
that. might prevent. prejudices. againft 
him upon a more proper occafion. 
The adminiftration yamped up by the 
late duke of Cumberland, was too fecble 
to ftand. The marquis of Rockingham 
was known to have no turn or abilities 
for public affairs. “Mr Conway was re- 
markable only, for the undecifivenefs of 
his conduét, and the want of qualities 
which his face and manner indicated: 
The abilities “of the duke of Grafton 
were not then known, arid therefore from 





-them the adminiftration of 1765 could 


derive no advantage in the eyes of the 
people. : 

From the feeblenefs of this miniftry, 
the Grenville party conceived fanguine 


hopes; queitions ‘were cartied “againtt 


them_in thé Houfe of Words, ‘and the 


‘Commons feemed to hefitayt’ on which. 


fide to lean’; in this crifis ‘Pitt came. 
to their relief, mierely to prevent the re- 
admiffion of the former miniftry into of- 
fice, an €vent which would have removed

.. His appearance in favour of the repeal 
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of the ftamp ag was not, however, fuf- 
ficient to anfwer his purpofe. Lord 
Bute’s party, from princip’e, joined in an 
oppofition which the former miniftry 
were carrying on to force them/eives in- 
to office ; the few who had accefs to the 
prefence knew the ayerficn of the 
to a meafure which emancipated the co- 
lenies from their dependance on the mo- 
ther country, and’ chofe rather to thew 
their attachmeat to the opinion of their 
$——n than adhere to a tottering mi- 
niftry ; and Mr Grenville converted ‘a 
“meeting with Lord Bute, to“fettle a plan 
of oppoting the repeal, into a negotiation 
for.coming into office ; a fénfe of recent 
injuries prevented Lord B. from litten- 
ing to this propofal, both retired in dif- 
gua, and the hopes of Grenville and the 
amp act vanifhed together. 
., The repeal’ of the ‘ftamp-aé&  com- 
leated the ruin of that adminiftration : 
a refolution was immedjately formed in 
the cabinet to expel 4 junto who prefer- 
ted a paltry revenge agajnft their prede- 
ceffors, to the dignity and intereft of the 
government of theif country. 
Mr Pitt forefaw the change, and be- 
gan to act upon his new plan.” The fa- 
vour of the people he had in a ‘great 
méalure loft; he faw ‘a ‘firmuefs ‘in the 
cabinet which fcorned to liften to the 
di&atorial infolence cf growndlefs cla- 
mour ; this fuited his genius which had 
tore defpotifm thin love of ‘equality, 
and he knew that by a prepér attention 
to the inclinations of his prince he could 
overn the people in the fummary and 
-decifive manner which fuited the vehe- 
mence of his temper and his ‘pride. 
Upon thefe principles, and from thefe 
motives the E— of C——m became the 
head of the adminiftration itt 1766 ; his 
ambition was gratified with power, his 
Vanity with a title, and his indigence 
was relieved by the emoluments of his 
office ; but a precipitate meafure, adopt- 
ed upon .his xe plan, at once ruined 
is reputation, and humbled his pride. 
The late ttickler for popular rights, ad- 
vifed the difpenfing with atts of parlia- 
ment by proclamation. This was his 
. firft meafure, and for this it was necef- 
fary to pafs an a&t of indemnity ;' and 
a bad {pecimen furely of wiiat the world 
was to expeét from his future conduct 
upon fis new plan; ridiculed without 
doors, hartsifed within, removed from 
the place where” alone “his éloquence 
could fupport him ; the gout, his conve- 
nient ‘friend in every political’ diftre{s, 
came opportanely to his aid; and he once 
more withdrew to hide himflf in obfcu- 
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rity from the mortifications te which itt 
publick he was continually expofed. 

Yet this fmarting’ fenfe of loft popu- 
larity:and infiuencefeems to have worn 
off, and it is faid that his late vifit to 
St James's concealed a defign under 4 
compliment, and his awkwaid complai- 
fance has been conftrued into a fawnin 
foliicitation for a place, which he had 
neither firmne(s nor ability to retain 
with honour to himfelf, nor benefit to 
the nation. 

Unfortunately for the family faction, 
fays this writer, his hints and inuendos 
w-re not underftood at court; the fer- 
vants of the crown were. too well efta- 
blified in the confidence of their fove- 
reign, to be fhaken by the appearance of 
a.man who has. added the follies of age, 
ta the verfatility and ‘inconftancy of 
youth, and he dived again into his ob- 
fecurity.

34. An Effay on Animal Reproduc- 
lions: by the Abbe Spillanzam, F.R.S. 
and Profefor of Philofophy in the Uni- 
verfity of Modena, tranflated from the 
Ttalian by Dr Matty. 


The reproduétion of animals by fec- 
tion, or the cutting them into parts, is a 
fubjc&t in natural -hiftory very curious 
and interefting, but at prefent in great 
ob{curity for'want of a fufficient num. 
her of experiments and obfervatiens. 

The polype is fo fmall, and its. ftruc- 
ture fo-fimple, that animals of a larger 
bulk, and more compliceted organifa- 
tion.are neceffary for the furnifhing fuch 
obfervations and experiments: It has 
been difcovered that the earth-worm has 
the property of repredu€tion in common 
with the polype, and remarked by the 
celebrated Mr Bonnet cf Geneva in his 
confiderations upon: organifed bodies, 
that this animal is a fit fubje&: for the 
purpofe ; it is much bigger than the po- 
lipe, and has a large apparatus of vifce- 
ra, veffels, tracheas, mufcles, and other 
parts, befides the organs proper to both 
fexee, being a true bermaphiodite. 
This author, frem what he had heard 
of. the earth-worm, was induced to ex- 
amine other animals, in fome of which 
he. difeovered the fame ‘icgenerating 
power, This effay is intended to com- 

mupnicate 























municate his experiments which in fub- 
fiance areas follow. 
Of the Earth Worm. 

The head will produce a tail if cut off 
at different diftances ; but there are dif- 
tances at which it will not produce a 
tail; the diftances at which the head 
will, aiid will not produce a tail, ae 
not fpecified, There is one fpecies of 
earth worm, diftinguifhed from all o- 
thers, not only by the long timé which 
it requires to begin this reproduétion, 
but by the reproduétion itielf, which 
differs from that of all other regenerat- 
ing animals 5 this fpecies is not defcrtb- 
ed, nor the peculiarity of its reproduc- 
tion. 

The tail will produce a head under 
the ‘following limitations, Whcn the 
rings cut; aff below the head are but 
few, the part reproduced is always equal 
to the part taken off ; but when they are 
many, the new head is commonly fhort- 
er, and has fewer rings than the fir ; 
there are limits beyond which a head 
will not be reproduced. . 

If a worm be divided into three parts 
the middle part will produce both a hea 
and a tail, provided the part with the 
head be not very large; the head ap- 
pears firft, and then the tail. 

A tail will be regetierated when a 
head will not, but this foon perifhes 
with the part.which produced it. 

If the firft reproduction be cut off, 
it will be fucceeded by a fecond, this by 
a third, the third by a fourth, and fo on, 
whole earth-worms divided longitudi 
nally became two, a right fide being re- 
seodacid to the left, and a left to the 
right. An earth-worm divided in part 
from the head downwards, will have 
two head parts, and one tail; divided 
in part from the tail upwards, will have 
two tail parts and one head. 

Of the Aquatic Boat-Worm. 

This, animal is fuppofed to be hither- 
to unknown to naturalifts; K is com- 
pofed of rings like the earth worm, by 
the help of which it is able to fliorten 
or lengthen itfelf, and move from place 
to place ; its thicknefs towatds the head 
is equal to a Jarge goofe-quill, and_ its 
fongss generally about a fpan, the back 
is of a dark colour, but grows lighter 
towards the tail, the belly is a pale fleth 
colour, 

They live in fweet, fthallow, clear 
water, either ftagnant, or gently flow- 
ing ; the forepart of the body is ftuck 
in the mud, whence they derive nourith- 
ment; the hinder part reaches to the 
furface, and being Rretched or hollow- 
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ed out, forms a kind of boat, horizon- 
tally extended over the furface of the 
water; by imeans of this form, great 
part of the tail is held out, which it 
wouid not otherwife be, as the body is 
{pécifically heavier than water. Upon: 
the leaft {well or agita:ion of the water, 
the infect undoes his boat, fhortens, and 
colleéts his body together, and in the 
twinkiing of an eye, hides himfelf in 
the mud. When the iwell or agitation 
ctafes, he makes his boat again. When 
this worm is cut inte feveral pieces, 
that which has the tail ftill makes the 
boat. The orgaiis of refpiration are in 
this part, and it is kept out of the wa- 
ter by this contrivance to receive the be- 
nefit of the air. : 

This animal is reproduced like the 
Earth-worm. 

Of the Tadpole. 

‘Tadpoles are thofe aquatic animals 
which become frogs and todds; if the 
whole, or very near the whole tail be 
taken off, the tadpole perifhes, if a le(s 
part, it lives, and the loft. part is repro- 
duced. 

If the tadpoles. are young, the répro- 

uétion appears foon,-in a fhort time it 
equals what was..cut off, and both the 
new and old pat grow fo as to be equal 
to unmutilated tadpoles born at the fame 
time. 

. If the tadpole is greatly advanced, 
the progrefs will be flower, fo that the 
quicknefs of. the produgtion, both jn the 
beginning and the growth, 1§ in an in- 
verfe ratio to the age of. the tadpole. 

This rule takes place in the fécond, 
third, and fourth, and other reproduc- 
tions which conftantly follow “upon a 
fecond, third, and fourth, and other fec- 
tions. tp 

The eggs of frogs and toads are not 
fecundated-in the womb, but at the time 
when they are depofised ;. but the unfe- 
cundated eggs. do not apparently differ 
from thofe that are fecundated, neither 
are any thing more or. lefs than the tad- 
pole coiled up. and concentrated, which 
in the unfecundated egg. perithes; in 
the fecundated grows to maturity. 

As the tadpole therefore exilts before > 
feeundation, Ras ought not to he placed 
in the oviperous clafs, nor yet in the 
viviperous, but as conitituting an inter- 
mediate clafs betweenthem. _- 

Of the Land Snail and the Slug. 

The head of the fnail has a brain con- 
fitting of two lobes, it has eyes ag, the 
ends of the horns, and each eye has twe 
coats and three humours, the aqueous, 
the chriftalline, and the yitsious; the 

, Taal 
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{nail has alfo a tongue, a palate, a fto- 
mach and t.cth ; the teeth are of ahorny 
fubitance, and’ being: clofely united to , 
each other, feem to form. but one tooth. 

But norwithitanding this multiplicity 
of parts, the nail cannot only reproduce 
its horns, but is head ;_ the head is pro- 
diced ig a manner different from that of 
the earth-worm. When the.earth-worm 
lofés its head or tail, the fucceeding re- 
produétion is-an intire organic body, a 
patt in vunjature, exactly fimilar to, that 
which was cut off. When.a {nail lofes 
its Head, the fucceeding reproduction is 
Not an intire organic body, containing in 
miniature all-the parts of the head, that 
was cut Off, but thefe parts are praduced 
fucceifively at different intervals, andia 
pretty long time is required ta unite and 
confolidaté them into one. mafs : the 

a‘ts are’not always reproduced in the 
ame order, nor with, che fame appear- 
ances. 

The fame effz&s follow from, feétions 
of’ the head; either above or below the 
brains, or’through the medulla fpinalis ; 
if the Retion is through the medulla, a 
part of that fubftance.is jupplied with a 
new briins 

The projeéting collar which furrounds 
the neck, and the large flat Foot on which 
it fupports itfelf im iis motions are allo 
reproduced. Of the flugs, this author 
only fays, “that they are upon.a par 
with the fails in , the re aie of 
their ‘horns, but in that of the head feem 
tobe much infer.or.””. To be inferior in 
the reproduction of a head are terms 
which convey no definitive idea, and the 
author feems not to have intended that 
they thould. x.

couits to punifh is greateft:) Upon this 
occafion, | however, it»‘is contended, 
that the houfe have a power of punith- 
ing a@m:mber, by rendering: him inca- 
pavle ‘of being eleéted during the re- 
mainder of that parliament. 

It appears abfurd atefirft fight, that

Mr. Fitzherbert, 
that he was ready to:impeach three per- 
fons, ‘two of whom are peers and mem~ 
bers. of ‘the »privy-council, . the: other 
that: perfonage:.on:whom the ‘govern- 
ment of the kingdom may, by the ‘re+ 
gency att, devolve, of. feiling the 
pace. That the Chevalier had the ne- 
gotiations on the part of the enemy, 
and . was ‘known to,have in his poffe(- 
fion: the: difpatches: and papers of ‘the 
Duke de Nivernois.— ‘That a more de- 
cilive evidence than the Chevalier)’Eon 


would not be withed: for. That over- ° 


tures had been made:to him for. felling 
the papers: that: were in his hands.— 
And. that Lord Halifax ha put-an end 


to Mu(grave's: follicitations, by ‘a pe- ° 


remptory refufal to take any fteps what- 
ever in the affair. 

The falichood of the above aff-rtions 
were well known to ‘thofe who had inte- 
refted themfelves in the ‘enquiry, foon 
after the Do&er-had given his‘informa- 


‘tion to the Secretary ef State, and the 


project was relinquithed as, utterly inde- 
tenfible'; but now, at the diftance of 
four years, it is refumed, and laid up- 
on another ground, 

In purfuit of this ‘purpofe, D’Eon, 


‘who’ -had’ already ‘twice contradi&ed: in 
‘the public papets the. above relations, 


and had frequently declared the contra- 
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ry in converfation, was ftill to perfift in 
the fame contradictions in writing, and 
infinuate an oppofite opinion in dif- 
courfe. With this intent, he faid m 
his letter, that ** he is infpired with 
‘¢ fentiments of the jufteft veneration 
‘€ for the Englith commiffioners who. 
‘¢ had been employed in the peace 5 
*¢ and that England rather gave pre 
** to France, than France to England, 
“to conciyde that peace.” Notwith- * 
ftanding this, on the morning before 
the publication of his letter, he affert- 
ed, that he had received thr.e expreffes — 
from three great perfons ; and that he 
knew neither Sir George Yonge, nor 
Mr Fitzhéerbert. ‘ 

In confequence of this written decla- 
ration, it was to be promulged, that 
D’Eon had frequently related’ what 
Mufgrave affetts, and that he was un- 
acquainted with Mr Fitzherbert ; which 
was to be difproved. By thefe means 
a ‘total difbelief was to be fpread over 
all the Chevalier ‘hath written or may _ 
write, ayd an implicit faith imparted 
to all that he has related ; and thus the 
people are to be perfuaded, that D’Eon 
had either purpotely concealed, er fold 
his papers to the perfons accufed; and 
that Mufgrave’s whole narrative was 
unfpotted truth. “45 ‘ 

This abfolute ignorance of each o- 
ther was to create the perfuafion, that 
Mufgrave was ‘totally unacquainted 
with that which would be the anfwer of 
D’Eon ; otherwife the former muft in- 
cur the imputation of ratnefs or ini- 
quity in publithing his addrefs, and ac-~ 
cufing thofe againft whom he declares 
he is unable to fupport a charge of cor- 
ruption. By thefe means the tafk of 

roving his affertions is thifted on. 

"Eon: and D'Eon, by denying them > 
to be true, is to be fuppofed a’man cor- 
rupted : thus Mufgrave, , deferted by 
D’Eon, is to be exculpated in not prov- 
ing what he declares, and the people to: 
proclaim him a patriot, and admire his 
refolution in difente of ‘his country. 

By. thefe means the charge oF high 
treafon was to defcend on the mother. of 
his majefty, and two peers. of the realm,
